DECREASE IN 4 MONTHS 


Miss Shepperson Says Fig- 


ures Show Steady Return to 
Prosperity in State. 


Reflecting a steady return to pros-| 


perity, the number of families on re- 
lief rolls in both Fulton county and 
the state of Georgia has decreased to 
a marked degree during the last four 
months, it was announced Tuesday by 
Mise Gay B. Shepperson, state admin- 
istrator of the Georgia emergency re- 
lief administration. 

There were 98,818 cases receiving 
relief in the state during October, 


while on January 31 the number had | 


dropped to 86.273, statistics compiled 
by the GERA reveal. A portion of 
this decline is accounted for in the 
transfer of “unemployable” cases to 
the cities and counties, but more than 
2.000 are the direct result of im- 
proved busienss conditions, Miss Shep- 
person declared. 

Fulton county, which includes the 
city of Atlanta, did not keep pace 
with the rest of the state, but is 
expected to how a sharp increase in 


re-employment during the next two or. 


three months. There were 26,043 cases 
on relief rolls in Fulton county in 


August, as compared to 25,629 on Jan-| 


vary 31. 


Work relief is gradually supplant- | 
ing direct relief in both the state and. 


county, Miss Shepperson reported. 
There were 43,590 cases on work re- 
lief and 55,220 on direct relief four 
months ago. On the last day of Jan- 
uary there were 62.884 on work re- 
lief and only 23,389 cases on direct 
relief in the state. Fulton county 
figures reveal 6,464 on work relief 
in October and 11,197 .in January, 
a gain of nearly 50 per cent. 

“We are co-operating to the fullest 
extent with the variou re-employmet 
agencies in the state to get heads of 
families off the relief rolls and back in 
gainful occupations,” the relief ad- 
ministrator said. ‘“‘Launching of the 
Techwood project should result in a 
large number of skilled workers and 
also many unskilled workers being 
taken from relief rolls the 
near future.”’

But his boost 
places 31-year-old Columbia Lou in a 
class by himself as far as current 
reguiars are concerned, now 
Ruth has virtually dropped out of the 
picture, 
ond place among the high salaried. 

Moreover, Gehrig joins the select 
eerie of players who have received 

$30,000 or more for a single season's 
work. This group includes Ruth, 
whose top figure was $80,000; Rogers 
Hornsby, Ty Cobb, Tris Speaker, 
Hack Wilson and Simmons. 

Despite the semi-depression — that 
continues in the national pastime, and 
despite the Yanks’ comparatively poor 
season at the gate in 1934, 
Ruppert apparently took into consid- 
eration Lou's brilliant accomplish- 
ments last year.
